Miller, a native of Washingoii, 
D.C., has lived in Tucson since 
1969. He has worked for the grand- 
daddy of underground satirical 
journals. The Realist He has also 
written for Grawdaddy, Rolling 
Stone, dozens of underground 
journals and in recent years for 
Esquire and Harpers. 

He expects to write another book 
soon, either about life on the 
Mexican-U;S. border or about 
mercenary soldiers. .
